in motion. 
The administration is in 
control of both houses and the bills 
which it favors are on the calendar 
for final p assage today. 
Efforts to 
k»*ep these bills in 
com m utes was 
the cause of yesterday’s rumpus. 
With two 
days of tho 
legislative 
Mission remaining the House Tuesday 
voted 
to drop 
all measures 
having 
their origin in the 
tower branch
